Thousands of Georgia growers join Gov. Brian Kemp and Commissioner

Gary Black in making

Georgia Gov. Brian Kemp joined Agriculture
Commissioner Gary Black in making a direct ap-
peal for immediate disaster aid to members of
Georgia’s Congressional delegation in Washing-
ton, D.C.

In a letter dated Feb. 14, Kemp and Black noted
that “quality of life conditions throughout rural
Georgia remain in peril as a result of Hurricane Mi-
chael.” The letter was accompanied by an attach-
ment containing signatures of support from 2,600
growers, grower organizations and state lawmak-
ers.

Disaster aid is also a priority for an upcoming
visit Black will be making to Washington.

The state has responded in an “unprecedented
way” to the recovery need through tax credits,
short-term financing, and direct assistance for for-
est debris removal, the letter said. “Yet, far too
many farm families face heightened uncertainty approaching
this planting season.”

Former Gov. Nathan Deal called a special session of the
General Assembly last fall to consider an assistance package
weeks after of the storm. During that special session, the leg-
islature appropriated $55 million in direct aid to growers that
was used to endow a low-interest loan program. Requests for
more than $100 million were submitted to the loan fund’s ad-
ministrators.

The State House and Senate Appropriations committees
have both voted to add millions more to the fund through pro-

posed amendments to the FY 19 budget. The House is request-
ing a $10 million infusion; the Senate, $18 million.

Even more rapid than the state’s response in the wake of the
storm, was the initial promise of assistance from the federal
government. U.S. Agriculture Secretary Sonny Perdue toured
affected areas with Black just days after the storm. President
Donald Trump and Vice President Mike Pence returned with
Secretary Perdue to Georgia days later, meeting with residents
of affected areas and promising a swift response.

Congressional action on funds, however, was derailed by
the partial government shutdown. The body failed to act on

appeal for disaster assistance from Congress

a $3 billion appropriation requested by U.S. Sena-
tors David Perdue and Johnny Isakson earlier this
month.

On Feb. 15, Senators Perdue and Isakson an-
nounced their intent to introduce a stand-alone ver-
sion of that package to Congress Feb. 25.

“Enough is enough,” Senator Perdue said. “Geor-
gia and other states across the country are hurting
from historic hurricanes and devastating wildfires,
and the federal government continues to drag its
feet. In October, President Trump and Vice Presi-
dent Pence both saw the devastation firsthand and
promised to help Georgia and other states rebuild.
It’s long past time to make good on those promises.”

The stand-alone package proposed by Senators
Perdue and Isakson includes $3 billion to provide
agriculture disaster relief for farmers recovering
from Hurricane Michael, as well as funds for com-
munities in Georgia and other states.

“We are in crisis mode for our farmers and agri-
cultural community, and we will not stop until we
get needed aid for those who have suffered devastation,” Isak-
son said. “Additional losses grow every day we wait, and it’s
far past time we fulfill the promises that were made.”

Hurricane Michael cut a swath of destruction from South-
west Georgia to Augusta Oct. 10 -11. The storm struck as cot-
ton, pecan, peanut and vegetable crops were nearing harvest,
preventing farmers from recouping the considerable invest-
ments of time and money necessary to bring those crops to
maturity.

Storm damages in Georgia exceed $2.5 billion. Nearly $1
billion of that was timber damaged or destroyed by the storm.

“I admire your sand, Sister,” that nudge
seems to say, “but this is no place for you. Why
don’t you just mosey on down that same happy
trail you rode in on.”

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MEeRrcCer MEeDicaL MOMENT: Alzheimer’s disease dilemmas

Professor of Pathology
Mercer University School of Medicine

As our population ages, diseases of aging are becoming more common, including Alzheimer’s
disease. Only during the last 100 years in human history have most people lived past 50 years of
age. At age 60 less than one percent of persons are affected, but by age 85 a fourth to a third of
persons have evidence for Alzheimer’s disease. . . . .

Alzheimer’s disease has been studied for many decades. We know the onset is subtle. Years may Georgie’s Drive Thru Wintertime
go by, knowing that mental ability is declining, but in denial that it is more than just “getting old
and forgetful.” It becomes more difficult to remember anything. It becomes more difficult to do
things we take for granted, like finding our way around, getting dressed, eating and grooming.

talked about? The weather, of course. As you may know, cold
weather is important for Georgia agriculture. Freezing tem-
peratures kill lots of insect pests and provide the chill hours
trees need to produce fruit.

Nowadays, wind machines are used to move warmer air hang-
ing above fields down to ground level, preventing freeze dam-
age to plants. Many of these wind generators are powered by
propane and rotate 360 degrees, protecting up to 15 acres each.

This disease, and others like it affecting the brain, challenges our understanding of what it is to be human. Our bodies
are made up from many different kinds of cells. We could lose the cells in a finger and still be ourselves. Loss of brain
cells is the worst loss of all. Alzheimer’s disease relentlessly destroys the cells in the brain that carry our memories, al-
low us to communicate, let us understand the world around us, and make us who we are. As brain cells die, personality
dies, too.

We still don’t know what causes Alzheimer’s disease, but we now know that there are genetic factors making Al-
zheimer’s disease more likely to occur in some families, but still at an older age, and not in every family member. Genetic
testing won’t exactly predict the future. There are procedures to study the brain by imaging scans and by blood tests, but
those procedures don’t predict exactly what will happen next.

We are challenged to decide what to do. There are medications for Alzheimer’s disease that might produce moderate
benefits for a few months, but drugs cannot stop the disease progression. Alzheimer’s disease affects only the brain, not
other parts of the body, so persons with this disease can otherwise remain healthy for a while. Or we can treat and cure
illnesses like infections or dental problems or injuries from falls. We can temporarily prolong the life of persons with Al-
zheimer’s disease, but we cannot cure them. At some point we must decide to let go. Letting go of a loved one is difficult.
When the person with Alzheimer’s disease is no longer able to talk, or is no longer able to recognize anyone, or becomes
agitated to the point of harming themselves or others, or is no longer able to get out of bed, then it is time to let go.

There is a price to pay for prolonged care of a person with Alzheimer’s disease. The family members who provide care
are put under tremendous stress. They experience anguish, become anxious, and may become depressed. The person with ¢
Alzheimer’s disease does not suffer these consequences. As Alzheimer’s disease progresses, care tasks take up nearly
all of caregivers’ free time, leaving little time for themselves or other family members. The stress leads to increases in
levels of a hormone called cortisol. When cortisol stays elevated all the time from stress, it ruins the immune system and
accelerates the aging process. This makes the stressed caregiver more likely to become ill. The stresses may take years
off the life of a caregiver.

In summary, we can’t predict who will get Alzheimer’s disease, we can’t prevent it, and we can’t keep Alzheimer’s
disease from progressing. Accept that no amount of care of any kind will change the outcome for Alzheimer’s disease.
Accept that the person you once knew can no longer reach out to you.

What can we do? Live each day to the fullest you can, appreciate those around you as much as you can, and do as
much for others as you are able to do while you can.

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WiLo Horses: BLM adoption events help with herd management

The most important thing to know about Mustangs is that
they do not suffer fools — lightly or otherwise.

“You have a horse that knows how to survive on its own.
It wasn’t born into a world where it was reliant on humans
for anything,” says Elizabeth Montgomery, executive direc-
tor of the Alpharetta-based Mustang and Wild Horse Rescue
of Georgia. “When you start working with them, you have to
build trust and a relationship with them. You have to get them
to where they want to be with you, desire to be with you. You
can’t force them to be with you.”

Wild and free

Another important thing to know about mus-
tangs: by authority of a wistful — indeed romantic
— act of Congress, Mustangs and wild burros are
protected “from capture, branding, harassment,
or death; and to accomplish this they are to be
considered in the area where presently found, as
an integral part of the natural system of the public
lands.”

The 1971 Wild Free-Roaming Horses and
Burros Act calls these animals “living symbols
of the historic and pioneer spirit of the West,”
and charges the U.S. Department of the Interior
Bureau of Land Management with monitoring
and managing said animals in situ on 26.9 mil-
lion acres of public range land across 10 western
states.

In March 2018, the BLM estimated the popu-
lation of wild horses and burros on protected
lands at 81,951 — nearly four times the bureau’s
target healthy population. When freedom be-
comes too great a strain for the herd or the land
to bear, the agency is authorized to gather excess
animals and offer them for sale or adoption.

Adoption fees start at $125. Adoption events are conducted
east and west of the Mississippi, but adoptions have not kept
up with herd growth. According to the BLM, un-

She punctuates that thought with a shout-out to the dog that
decided of his own accord to make her farm his home. “Hey
Franky!” she hollers, leaning out the window.

Karin rode Dutch Warmbloods as a girl in Holland “until
something really disastrous happened.” When she was about
17 years old, her family’s barn burned down. Her horse died
in the fire.

“I never rode or wanted to attach to any living being any-
more after that,” she says. “But of course, as I got older, it

continued to itch.”

With both of their families still in Europe, Erik and Karin
could not be tied-down by animals requiring constant care
and attention. Karin is resolute that she will never ride again,

A matter of trust

Yet another interesting fact about Mustangs: They do not
bow down easily. One must work hard to earn their trust
and affection.

“It’s very dangerous,” says Sandra Williamson, a Ger-
man-born horsewoman who founded Rackettown Mus-
tangs outside of Lyons. “These horses are so smart. They
look through you. They know exactly what you think.”

With help from her husband, Stone, Sandra built a series
of corrals and fenced pastures where dozens of Mustangs
and burros in various stages of training roam at
will. It is there that Sandra trains the horses for
export to European buyers.

“European people just love them,” she says.
“They go from English riding to western riding
to trail riding. They use them for jumping, for
dressage and therapy. One of these Mustangs
became a therapy horse for a 7-year-old girl
who was born without any feeling in her legs.
She’s in a wheelchair but the bond this girl and
this Mustang have, it’s just amazing.”

Sandra’s is the biggest training challenge,
for the horses must be crated in jet boxes and
loaded on cargo planes for Transatlantic flight
to their new owners. Recently, Sandra and
friend Ann Vander Horn flew Lufthansa nine
hours to Frankfurt, Germany, with six horses
destined for new homes there.

The horses Sandra receives from the BLM
have never been touched by human hands. All
are fed, watered and spoken to daily. They are
slowly acclimated to human touch, trained to
pick up their feet when asked by the farrier.
They receive medical care. But some still huff
and puff when Sandra walks by, running to the other side of
the corral and eyeing her warily as she passes.

“I’ve had to jump on the fence line to keep from get-

checked herds double in size every four years.

Elizabeth is one of three Georgia women ac-
tively engaged in rescuing, rehabilitating and
training Mustang horses adopted from the BLM.
Each woman takes a unique approach to the hors-
es. Elizabeth and her volunteers take in Mustangs
from adoptive owners who cannot or do not prop-
erly care for the horses. Their mission is one of
rehabilitating and rehoming the horses to loving
owners.

Finding sanctuary

Karin Vonk and her husband, Erik, have de-
voted 80 acres of their 2,000-acre farm in Web-
ster County to serve as a sanctuary for Mustangs
adopted directly from the BLM or rescued from
negligent adopters.

“Mustangs are wild horses. They’re supposed
to take care of themselves. I don’t need to be
there every day to train them, to groom them,”
she says. “I am not planning to train the horses,
not planning to ride the horses. They can just live
their lives out free.”

Karin is tall and slim with a regal European bearing. Every-
thing about her — speech, movement, emotion — is a study in
restrained elegance. But she gets giddy at the sight of her Mus-
tangs. As she navigates her farm truck around the perimeter of
the pasture fence, searching for the herd, her breathless chatter
about the horses is punctuated with giggles and greetings for a
farm dog named Franky who is pacing the truck.

“They all have names,” she says of the horses. “I chose
them because they are basically unadoptable because of col-
or — bay, brown are not very popular. So many people want
to go for flashy paints. I have sorrels. Small horses are not
popular. I took the horses that would not have a chance to be
adopted.”

despite an ongoing love for horses manifested by that itch.
A BLM adoption event in Unadilla in 2016 offered the best
of both worlds: Karin could have her horses without being a
slave to them. Or so she says.

When she finally spies the herd on the far side of the pasture,
she leaps out of the truck and scales the six-foot pasture fence
in a single graceful bound. She lands in tall grass and is soon
surrounded by a half-dozen horses, all vying for her affection.

She spends just enough time with them daily to get them
used to human interaction, so that visits from the veterinar-
ian and the farrier cause little stress. She’s planning to add 30
acres and a pond to their pasture so they may be even more
self-reliant, just like they were in the wild.

ting run over, not because they want to hurt
you, because they want to get away from you.
You’re a predator at that point. That’s why
we’re here, to show them humans are not that
bad,” she says.

The opportunity to see a wild horse finally
understand that message is one that all three
women get often — and cherish.

“I think that’s when you see people like us
and Karin and Sandra get so passionate about
the horses,” Elizabeth says. “A lot of it comes
from when you see firsthand this horse who
was once roaming free and has the choice to
not be with you actually choose to be with you
and want to do something that you ask them.
Even if it’s something they’re not comfortable
with doing, like getting on a trailer or going
past a scary blue tarp on the ground. The fact
that they trust you enough to set aside their in-
stinct that says, ‘Don’t go anywhere near that.
Go in the other direction,” and say, ‘I'm okay
with that. If you tell me it’s okay, I'm okay
with that.’

“I think that’s where people get so hooked
on the Mustangs. It’s amazing, truly amazing, to see that
transformation in them.”
